A BY-LAW 

To  rer/iilntf  and  define  the,  dntie.x  of  Fence  Viewers 
and  the  eonstrnrtion  of  Jionndary  Fences  in  the 
Corporatioti  of  the  District  of  Surrey, 

WHEREAS  it  is  expedient  that  provision  shall  be 
made  to  regulate  and  define  the  duties  of 
Fence  Viewers  and  the  construction  of  line  or  boundary 
fences  ; 

Therefore  be  it  enacted  by  the  Reeve  and  Council 
of  the  Corporation  of  the  District  of  Surrey,  as  fol- 
lows ; — 

1.  Any  person  duly  appointed  to  the  office  of  Fence 
Viewer  in  the  aforesaid  Corporation  of  the  District  of 
Surrey  shall  be  guided  in  his  official  capacity  by  the 
provisions  of  the  Act  regulating  boundary  fences  and 
water-courses,  1870,  and  amendments  thereto.
